—Attorney general, $34,000 up from $27,000 
—Courts clerk, $22,000 up from $16,000.

increases,

governor and legislators, would go into effect on July I 
if legislation w ere enacted. The pay hike for lieutentant 
governor could also start as early as July.

IYT Students Getting Jobs 


INDIANAPOLIS (U PI) — Students who graduate 
from Indiana Vocational Technical College report back 
to school officials that the training they receive is 
paying dividends in ability to get jobs 
Officials reported Thursday that 94 per cent of the 
school's alum ni with technical certificates or associated 
degrees find em ploym ent within IO weeks of graduation 
The report added that threeof-four who w ere employed 
had jobs related to their training 
The survey was made throughout the past y e a r IO 
weeks after the end of each academ ic quarter, officials 
said. They added only students who completed associate 
degrees or obtained a 
technical certificated 
were 
contacted 
The average starting salary for all graduates w as $572 
a month, ranging from $405 to $755. The survey showed 
the top pay went to students who studied trade or 
technical courses The monthly salary ranged from $453 
to $901, officials explained 
However, the best record for obtaining em ploym ent 
went to graduates of the health occupations division 
where 97 per cent of the students w ere placed in jobs Of 
those getting jobs, 96 per cent found the work in the 
health field with an average salary of $500 — ranging 
from $379 to $623 
“ W e're quite gratified at the findings of this survey 
because it show s that we a re fulfilling a necessary role 
in our sta te 's education system ," said Glenn W. Sam ple, 
Ivy Tech president. 
He also added that “ it indicates the success our 
job related training has in m oulding careers for our 
students "

COLUMBUS. Ind. (U PI) - 
Roderick W. Beaton, president 
of United Press International, 
said Thursday night the press 
has failed to explain fully its 
responsibility, causing “ an as­ 
tonishing degree of suspicion 
and m istrust" on the part of 
the public. 


“The 1st Amendment does 
not belong to us,” Beaton told 
the 
Columbus 
Cham ber 
of 
Com m erce. “ It belongs to you, 
and the concept of the free flow 
and 
accurate 
reporting 
of 
events, information and ideas, 
in my view, is an inherent right 
of 
each 
individual 
on 
this 
e a rth ." 
Beaton posed the question, 
“Can 
freedom 
of the 
press 


survive?" and answered affir­ 
m atively 
"only if we know 
what 
it 
m eans

accordingly. 
"It begins with knowing what 
it is.” he said. 


Beaton acknowledged that the 
public frequently was justified 
in its criticism of reporters, 
editors and newspapers.

believe in things we cannot 
instantly absorb, jot down, add 
up or phone in.

“ We do fail in three areas 
We don’t explain ourselves. Our 
methods of defense are deplora 
hie. Finally, we ourselves don’t 
seem to understand that press 
freedom is indivisible.” 


Quoting Alexander Hamilton’s 
observation that a free press 
was entirely dependent upon 
“ public opinion and the general 
spirit of the people and the 
governm ent,” Beaton said. 
“ What Hamilton was saying 
was that the 1st Amendment 
nor 
any 
other 
law 
could 
possibly guarantee freedom of 
the press. 


“ It's entirely in your hands. 
Public trust is absolutely vital 
to us. 
“ We are well 
aw are that 
much of our public looks upon 
the media with an astonishing 
degree of suspicion and m is­ 
trust. In part, it is because the 
best press is judged by the 
behavior of the worst press.” 
Beaton sharply criticized a 
Soviet Union sponsored resolu­ 
tion before the United Nations 
Educational, Scientific and Cul­ 
tural Organization, which would 
restrict news gathering 
and 
dissem ination. 


“The proposition is not dead. 
It will be back with us again 
and again,” Beaton said.
